— An employee in a coal 
nime to which this Scheme applies shall quality 
tor a bonus from his employer m respect ot any 
quarter provided tie puts in attendance in a coal 
mine duimg that quarter for not less than 60 
days if a category 1 employeo, or for not less 
than 05 davs il a category II employee”. 

5 For paragraph 0 the following shall be substituted,

“6 Allowance for leave, etc. — (1) For the purposes 
ot paragraph 5 of this Scheme, leave (including 
sick leave) granted bv the emp oyer to an aggre- 
gate ot 21 days m a calendar year and days of 
idleness caused by any temporary breakdown ot 
machinery oi any other technical reason shall 
count as dais of attendance. 

(2) if on any working day in any quarter an employee 
is on maternity leave or is unable to work owing

Ei planotwn — Tn calculating 70 per cent, or 85 per 
cent of such woiking days, a fraction Jess than hall shall 
be disregarded and not less than half shall count ah one,

holiday, is observed as a < losed holiday in any 
coal mine, die number of days for which 
l he emp'o.yees must put in attendance in such 
quarter lo qualify for bonus under paragraph 6 
sha 1 be reduced, in respect of such coal mine, 
By one if there bo not more than two such closed 
holidays, by two if (here be, mom than two but 
not more than four such closed holidays and bv 
three if there b e more than four such closed 
holidays • 

Provided (hat the number of days so reduced in a 
year shall not exceed three. In the event of a dispute as 
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to whether a day is a closed holiday or not the decision 
of the Chief Inspector of Mines shall be final 

6 For paragraph 7 the following shall be substituted 
namely : — 

“7. Amount of Bortun . — The nmouni ot bonus 

payable to an employee in respect of am 
quarter shall be ono-third of the basic earnings 
of the employe© for work done in that quarter in 
the coal mine wherein he qualifies Jor bonus 

7. Eor sub-paragraph (1) of paragraph ^ tip following 
shall be substituted, namely- — 

"(1) If an illegal strike takes place in am cod min ' 
in any quarter, no bonus shall be pavable m res- 
pect of tho quarter to all those who participate in 
such illegal strike.”

provided shall be deernod to have been paid 
under this Scheme. 

(3) A bonus due before the date of notification of 
this scheme shall, if not paid earlier, be paid 
within six weeks from the date of such notifi- 
cation”. 

9. In sub-paragraphs (1) and (8) of paragraph 11, the 
words and figures ‘‘from the first of October 1948” shad 
he omitted.
